There Is surely no word In the no 
m enclature of guns, big and little, 
which has caused and Is causing sc 
much confusion In the lay mind as the 
w ord caliber. 
The confusion arises chiefly from tee 
use of the term In an adjectival sense 
to indicate length, as when we say a 
50 caliber six inch gnu. 
The word caliber as applied to artil­ 
lery signifies essentially and a t all 
times the diam eter of the bore of a 
gun. 
A gun, then, of six Inch ca Ii b e ­ 
ls a gun whose bore is Just six inches 
For convenience and because the 
pow er of a gun w hen once Its bore has 
been decided upon depends so greatly 
upou its length, artillerists are in the 
habit of defining the length of the gun 
in terms of the caliber. 
The six ipch rapid fire gun, as mount­ 
ed on the Hhips of the navy, is a trifle 
under tw enty five feet In length aud 
is therefore known as a 50 caliber gun. 
In the case of sm all arras the caliber 
la expressed in hundredths of an inch, 
us when we say a 22 caliber or 32 cali­ 
ber pistol, m eaning th at the bore ta 
22 or .32 of an inch In diam eter.- Sci­ 
entific American.
